CHEAP WATER! 


Hon. Edward O'Roarke Decrees the 
People Shall Hare It. 


This morning the mandamas prooeed- 
ingB instituted by Hon. Wm. Fleming 
to compel the 'ivater works trustees to 
reduce water rentals and levy taxes as 
the stantes direct, was called before 
Eon. Edward O'Rourke. 


The attorneys for Mr. Eunkle moved 
to quash and remove from court Mr. 
Fleming's plea for a mandamus for want 
of jurisdiction, but tbe judge overruled 
the motion, adding that if the trustees 
were collecting rentals illegally, the 
court certainly had jurisdiction in the 
matter, and citizens and taxpayers the 
means of redressing the wrongs. 
He 
made it very clear that if the trustees 
were paying tbe debt and making ex- 
tensions out of monies collected from 
the coDBHmers of water they were act- 
ing without their authority. 
If they 
were collecting rentals knowingly in ex- 
cess of the amount necessary to operate 
the works, they were acting without 
legal authority and he ordered the trus- 
tees to come into court and show cause 
why they cannot comply with the laws 
and reduce water rentals one-half to the 
people. 


This is not an effort to deprive the 
trustees of funds or anyway spiteful. It 
means that for making extensions and 
paying the debt, they should levy a gea- 
eral tax. 
For operating the works, 
making repairs, purchasing supplies and 
defraying salaries, etc., the consumers 
must pay that, and nothing more. 


It simply defines the law and Mr. T. 
B. Hedekin, president of the board of 
water works trustees, was in hearty 
sympathy with it. 


This is a substantial decision for the 
people in the long water works contro- 
versy, thanks to Hon. Wm. Fleming and 
the jurist who sustained his popular de- 
mand. 


It would be the graceful thing for the 
trustees to change their schedule of 
rentals so that before spring comes every 
one can have city water at a slight cost.

An Attempt to Waylay Mr. and Mrs.

It was suspected 
that Eeefe was the offending party and 
Douglas went over to the s^oon. where 
he felt pretty sure of finding him, to see 
if any additional proof would be pre- 
sent^ that Eeefe was the candidate 
for foot pad honors. 
On entering 
the 
saloon 
Eeefe 
immediately 
made a remark 
indicating 
that he 
thought Douglas was the man who had 
used the umbrella. This led to hard 
words, when Douglas returned to the 
station. Very soon after Eeefe followed 
bim over, bristling and wanting to fight, 
calling him all kinds of names and fre- 
quently making a dive in the direction 
of his pocket. This bandying of epi- 
thets continued for some time until 
Douglas took o3 his coat and started to- 
wards the waiting room to put him out. 
Just at this time the night operator 
called to him that Eeefe had a revolver 
in his hand and seeing it Douglas shot 
the desperado. 


Three shots in all were fired, two of 
which took effect, one in the back part 
of the head and one near the cheek 
bone.

It is with a thankful heart, Mr. Editor, 
that I say I can now read the finest 
printing or write for hours at a time, 
either by day or by lamp light, or do 
the most difficult work without either 
fatigueing my eyes or using glas'íes, awd 
my salvation from the horrors of total 
blindness I attribute wholly to the pro- 
fessional skill ot Dr. Blade. 


I write thia letter, Mr. Editor, giving 
you a statement of my case and my cure 
without any solicitation whatever. I do 
it in justice to myself and to Dr. Blade, 
to whom my thanks are dne and to 
whom I am indebted for the restoration 
of my evesight and perhaps my life. He 
alone effected thá^cure in my case, and 
without his professional skill I might 
have gone through life in total darkness, 
for no one else can claim to have ever 
done me any good in this respect.

Thbbi is a regular stampede of 
Georgia nepfroes in the direction of 
Athens, Atlanta, and other cities where 
the free-school system prevails.

haying left for Athens. 
Whole neigh 
borhoods have been deserted by the 
blacks, and every shanty in the corpo- 
rate limits of Athens swarms with half- 
starved negroes. 
There is nothing in 
Athens for them to do^ there being 
more men than there is work or room 
for. The farmers say they would not 
listen to propositions looking to con- 
tracts for another year, but intern 
to all move to towns where their chil- 
dren can be sent to school the jear 
round without any money. 


The important roles which cavalry 
and artillery play in the art of modem 
warfare make it interesting to know 
the total number of animals which the 
leading countries of the world c 
throw into the field of battle. 
Here, 
according to the latest statistics, is the 
list: Russia, 21,570,000 horses; Amer- 
ica, 9,500,000: the Argentine Repub- 
lic, 4,000,000; Austria, 3,500,000; Ger- 
many, 3,350,000; France, 2,800,000 
horses and 300,000 mules; England, 
2,790,000 horses; Canada, 2,624,000; 
Spain, 680,000 horses and 2,300,000 
mules; Italy, 2,000,000 horses; Bel- 
gium, 
383,000; Denmark, 
316,000; 
Australia, 301,000; Holland, 125,000; 
and Portugal, 88,000 horses and 50,- 
000 mules. It will be remarked that 
Russia heads the list by an enormous 
maioritv.

The appearance of these Eskimo is sug- 
gestive of patience and perseverance. 
They are short and squat of figure, the 
men averaging 5 feet 8 Inches and the 
women 5 feet in height. 
Their breadth is 
apt to vary, according to whether the 
fates have sent them plenty of seal or not. 
Their eyes and hair are of the very 
blackest, the latter being as straight and 
not less coarse than horse hair. A favorite 
amusement among the women Is for two 
of them to select a hair out of their heads, 
and looping one through the other, to pull 
on the ends held in their hands until one 
of the hairs gives way, to the vast delight 
of the fat little lady whose capillary 
strength wins in this odd tug of war. 


The men generally sport a mustache, 
and occasionally a beard, the usual thing, 
however, being a tuft on the chin. 
They 
have very flat noses and high cheek bones, 
so that if you were to hold a straight rule 
from one of their eyeballs to the other it 
would in many cases fail to touch the 
bridge of the nose.

The Cat Tribe. 


The true cats are embraced by thi 
genus Fells, which includes some fiftj 
of the species. 
These are distributee 
over every portion of the globe except 
Australia and the South Pacific Is 
lands, though most abundantly devel« 
oped in the hot latitudes. 
According 
to Heilprin, the better-known Ameri 
can forms are the juguar, whose rang« 
comprises the entire region, includec 
between Patagonia and Texas; the 
cougar or puma, with probably th« 
most extended north and south range 
of auy mammalia species—Patagonii 
to the sixtieth parallel of north lati- 
tude, the ocelot, which, in one or othei 
of its several varieties, range from

The foregoing estimate will cover all neces- 
sary expense to complete the proposed im- 
provement at Its present height; the capnclty 
of the reservoir wl!l be 2,224,762 gallons (U. R. 
standard) and the hydraulic pressure a frac- 
tion less than thirty-nine pounds to the square 
Inch. 


And by using the waste material which will 
naturally accumulate in trimming the slopes 
and cleaning out the basin. If placed on the 
top of the r-mbankment and properly shaped, 
will raibC the same very nearly if not alto- 
gether five feet a'^ove Its present height, 
which will increase the caoaclty of the reser- 
voir to 2,308,805 gallons (IJ. S. standard) and 
Increase the hydraulic pressure to forty-one 
pounds to the square inch, and can be done 
without any addlt'odal expense, except the 
^bricii Jlnlng which will add to the estimate 
T260. 


The only advantage in ralslna- the reservoir 
^ heighth would be the increase of storage 
for water and would only serve for domestic 
use, but none practically for fire service. 


The brick walk as shown on the plan from 
^afayette street side, for the purpose of easy 
WBcess to the top of the structure and con- 
nected with tbe terrace in d'amond shape, 
the grade will be less then three feet In a 
rod (16V4 feet). 


The foregoing estimate is based upon the 
prices paid in the latter part of the season of 
1887, for work of a similar charactcr. and will 
Niover all expense for the completicn of the 
proposed work according to the plan, except 
the Inspector, should one be appointed. 


In case the work Is to be completed It might 
be well to consider the feasatiihty of lining 
the slope of the basin Inside witn large tlag 
stone four Ini hes thick, instead of brick, as 
per original plans.

They are short and sqnat of figure, th« 
men averaging 5 feet 8 Inches and tha 
women 5 feet In height.

Their eyes and hair are of the very 
blackest, the latter being as straight and 
not less course than horse hair. A favorite 
amusement among the woineu is for two
